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Plaza del Congreso. Buenos Aires is built upon an 
open grassy plain, extending inland from the shores of the 
estuary, and its “Plazas” or squares form a noticeable 
feature of its plan of arrangement. Altogether the squares 
and parks and public gardens cover an area of a thousand 
acres. As the picture shows, there are many magnificent 
buildings; in fact, this city has been called the Paris of 
America. 
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
